GW HONORED AT KIWANIS CLUB LUNCHEON 

E. K. Morris, Chairman of the Board of Trustees of George Washington 
University, was guest speaker today (July 1, 1971) at a Kivanis Club luncheon 
in Alexandria. 

Dr. Morris discussed the impact of the University in the Washington 
metropolitan area-— in terms of its academic services and its economic impact. 

He said that the University and University people spend $200;Q00 per 
day, every day of the veek, in the metropolitan area. GW, he said, employs 
8,000 people, 2,800 of vhom reside in northern Virginia. About 25,000 stu¬ 
dents attend GW on a full and part-time basis both on and off campus. Of 
this number, about 5,000 students are from northern Virginia. 

The University is celebrating its 150th anniversary this year. 

Dr. Morris, active in several business and civic organizations, has 
served as president of the Metropolitan Washington Board of Trade, the 
United Givers Fund of the National Capital Area, the Kivanis Club of 
Washington, and the Boys' Club Foundation.

DEPARTMENT OF FORENSIC SCIENCE CREATED 

To improve the capabilities of forensic scientists, George Washington 
Univerl^y is expanding a graduate-level, inter-disciplinary porgram into a full- 
fledged Department of Forensic Science. The Department is the first of its 
kind in a university in the United States. 

Forensic science is the discipline that makes use of scientific principles, 
techniques, and instrumentation in the examination of physical evidence and in 
the presentation of the results of that examination in courts of lav or in 
other forums of public debate. 

The GW program, geared primarily for forensic scientists presently work¬ 
ing in and frith crime laboratories, seeks to improve their scientific and 
legal expertise, as veil as their effectiveness as vitnesses in testifying in 
courts of lav or public bearings. Emphasis in the program is in lav and 
science. 

Dr. Theodore P. Perros, professor of chemistry, has been appointed chair¬ 
man of the nev graduate department in GW's Graduate School of Arts and Sciences. 
Candidates for admission must have a bachelor's degree in the biological or 
physical sciences, engineering, mathematics, or the equivalent. 

GW's Graduate School of Arts and Sciences began offering a Master's 
degree in Forensic Science in 1968, vith the program directed by a committee 
chaired by Dr. Perros and consisting of faculty members from various GW 
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departments and schools. The first graduating class of Ul students received 
their degrees last month (June, 1971). 

Dr. Perros said that "the success of the program and the increasing inter¬ 
est in it necessitated the formal establishment of a Department of Forensic 
Science." The Department, he said, will "continue to develop its present 
offerings and will in successive stages expand its activities so as to become 
eventually a national center for research and scholarship in forensic science." 

Dr. Perron and Professor Alton H. Desmond, chairman of the biology depart¬ 
ment, will serve as senior members of the new department's faculty. Earl J. 
Ross has been appointed Administrative Officer for Forensic Science. Mr. Ross 
also will continue in his present position as Assistant to the Dean for Special 
Programs in GW's College of General Studies.

STATEMENT FROM THE NATIONAL LAW CENTER, 

THE GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY 

By prior agreement with the Urban Lav Institute and Vice President Berney 
of Antioch College, officials of George Washington University were to pick up, 
today. University-owned equipment and partitions from the ULI, an organisation 
which was separated from GW's National Lav Center on June 30 and is now affili¬ 
ated with Antioch College. 

Amicable arrangements had been completed in June by officials of George 
Washington, Antioch, and ULI to transfer the equipment to Antioch College for 
use by ULI, with reimbursement to be made by Antioch to GW. But, in a letter 
dated July 1, 1971, ULI rescinded the purchase arrangement while authorising 
George Washington to "make arrangements for all equipment to be picked up by 
giving me 2k hour's notice..." The letter was signed by Mrs. Nina D. Small, 
the ULI's Associate Director for Administration. 

GW notified Mrs. Small yesterday, July 8, that "Pursuant to your request 
of July 1st... the University vill pick up all of its equipment on Friday, 

July 9, 1971*" The same ULI official requested, yesterday afternoon, July 8, 
that University carpenters arrive early on Friday morning to remove the 
partitions so as not to inconvenience the operation of the ULI office. 
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STATEMENT FROM NATIONAL LAW CENTER, GW 

To carry out the terms of GWfe agreement with ULI, University carpenters 
arrived today at the agreed hour, 8:30 a.m., to dismantle the partial partitions. 
They were allowed to dismantle some of the partitions, but shortly thereafter 
a Mrs. Willie J. Hardy arrived and told then to stop, which they did. Mrs. 

Hardy was not an official of ULI, but claimed to represent the clients of the 
organization. When notified of the situation and, in an attempt to clarify 
this matter. University officials made three telephone calls in an effort to 
contact Mrs. Small, but were told she was not available. The University 
carpenters were then instructed by the University to leave without taking the 
equipment. 

The University's agreement with ULI that the partitions and furniture 
were to be removed today; the absence of ULI officials on this date and the 
presence of 50 to 70 people identifying themselves as clients of ULI; and 
the presence of newsmen and television cameras all suggest to us that this 
confrontation was staged to reflect discredit on the University, when, in 
fact, the University was attempting to carry out, in good faith, its agree¬ 
ment with ULI and Antioch College. The University had no notice, whatso¬ 
ever, that anyone objected to the removal of the University's equipment. 

In fact, the University thought it was complying specifically with Mrs. 

Small's instructions of only 2U hours earlier. We were surprised and ap¬ 
palled by the dramatic setting which confronted GW carpenters today. 

George Washington will contact appropriate officials of Antioch College 
to make further arrangements in regard to the equipment involved.

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WTTG 5 1 S CONSUMER HELP CENTER EXTENDS TO SPANISH COMMUNITY \ 

METROMEDIA TELEVISION 

Washington, D.C., July 12, 1971 — The Consumer Help Center, operated by George 
Washington University Law School students and Metromedia Television's WTTG 5, 
has expanded to accommodate the Spanish community in Washington and their 
consumer problems. 

The new Spanish complaint center, located at 2436 1/2 18th Street, N.W., opened 
July 6th, and the staff will be handling complaints weekdays from 9:30-5:00PM 
at 387-4848. The present staff of three includes two GWU law students and a 
recruit from the highly successful Los Angeles project. Operation Hope. All 
hree speak fluent Spanish. 

Professor Donald Rothschild, who is head of the Consumer Help Center and the 
Consumer Protection Center at GWU, was exuberant about the possibilities this 
new facility holds for Washington's Spanish populace, which numbers over 
100,000. Professor Rothschild stated, "there has been a great need for this 
type of center which can cater to the Spanish-speaking people in Washington, 
and assist them from a consumer standpoint. There are problems that exist in 
this community that are different in kind and degree from other types of 
consumer problems normally handled through the CHC. The main problem we will 
be able to now overcome is the language barrier, which has prevented many of 
these people from voicing complaints about consumer practices. We will now be

able to take these problems and translate them into English, so that the 
complaint will be completely understood, and a quick solution can be reached." 

Professor Rothschild feels very strongly about getting the Spanish community 
involved in this new project. "We hope to be able to expand our present staff 
by using community volunteers," Professor Rothschild said, "and this will enable 
us to get to the core of many of the consumer problems that are plaguing the 
Spanish community." 

The Consumer Help Center was established in February, 1970, with offices in 
the WTTG news room. Since that time, the Center has successfully solved nearly 
5,000 complaints from consumers. Professor Rothschild, his staff of GWU Law 
School students, and WTTG 5 Managing News Editor Stan Berk, have been instru¬ 
mental in getting legislation passed for the new consumer protection laws in 
the District of Columbia, and in addition, the Center is expected to expand 
even further in the fall.

Washington, D.C.- Edwin D. Etherington, President for the Rational Center 

for Voluntary Action, said today that his organization is attempting to establish 
a network of Voluntary Action Centers to plan, coordinate and stimulate volun¬ 
tary action in communities around the country.
